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AN  ORDINANCE

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  thousand  nine  liundred  and  ninety  (567,990)  dol- 
lars be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City  with  Water 
for  the  year  1882,  as  folloMs  :

times  in  two  (2)  daily  newspapers,  and  the  contract  be  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder,  in  accoidancc  with  an  Act  of  Assend)lv 
entitled  "An  Act  dividing  the  cities  of  this  State  into  three 
classes,"  etc.,  ajjproved  May  23,  1874;  And  furtlier  provided, 
That  all  bids  and  pi-oposals  received  in  answer  to  the  adver- 
tisements required  in  the  foregoing  proviso  shall  be  opened 
and  the  contract  awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Water  Works  and  the  pro|)er  Committee  of  Conn- 
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cils,  as  prescrilx'J  in  an  ordinance  entitled  ".Vn  Ordinance  re- 
quiring all  bids  and  proposals  to  the  departments  of  the  City 
to  be  opened  in  the  ])resence  of  the  Committee  having  super- 
vision over  them,"  approved  July  5,  1877  ;  And  further  p'o- 
vided,  That  the  City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrant 
upon  the  City  Treasurer  unless  he  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished with  the  copy  of  the  schedule  of  bids,  the  copy  of 
the  advertisement  and  the  statement  of  the  award  of  the 
contract,  endorsed  by  the  proper  Committee,  as  required  by 
the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  touching  the  awarding 
of  contracts  and  the  countersigning  of  warrants,"  approved 
April  25,  1877.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.  All  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

the  following  vote,  to  wit. :  yeas  63;  nays  14. 

And  the  said  ordinance,  together  with  the  objections  of  his 
honor  the  Mayor,  haying  been  sent  to  Select  Council  for  their 
consideration,  was  passed  by  that  body  on  the  said  fifth  day 
of  January,  A.D.  1882,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the 
said  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  twenty-third,  1874,  by 
the  following  vote,  to  wit. :  yeas  23,  nays  4. 

Therefore,  the  said  ordinance  having  been  passed,  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  in  such  case  made 
and  provided,  it  has  become  as  effective  as  though  the  Mayor 
had  signed  it.

AN   ORDIXAXCE 

To  make  an   appropriation  to    tlie  Department    of   Higliways, 
Bridges  and  Sewers  for  the  year  1882. 

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  five  himdred  and 
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thirty-seven  thousand,  foiu'  hundred  (537,400)  dollars  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  High- 
ways, Bridges  and  Sewers  for  the  year  A.D.  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-two  (1882),  for  the  following  pur- 
poses, viz. : 

Item  1 .  For  salaries  of  officers  of  the  Department :  Chief 
Commissioner,  four  thousand,  five  hundred  (4,500)  dollars ; 
six  Assistant  Commissioners,  one  thousand,  eiglit  hundred 
(1,800)  dollars  each — ten  thousand,  eight  hundred  (10,800) 
dollars;  Chief  Clerk,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  (1,800) 
do'lars;  two  Assistant  Clerks,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each 
— eighteen  hundred  (1,800)  dollars;  Miscellaneous  Clerk, 
nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  ;  License  Clerk,  one  thousand,  one 
hundred  and  seventy  (1,170)  dollars  ;  Assistant  License  Clerk, 
nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  two .  Superintendents  of  Streets, 
nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each — eighteen  hundred  (1,800) 
dollars  ;  Messenger,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollars.

For  re})airing  paved  streets,  to  include  repairing 
over  water-pipes  :  Provided,  That  when  a  ^vhole  square  is  to  ])e 
repaired  from  curb  to  curb  the  contractor  shall  give  security 
to  keep  the  street  in  repair  for  three  years — one  hundred 
thousand  (100,000)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  repairing  meadow  banks,  including  repairs  to 
the  banks  of  IloUander's  creek,  in  the  First  and  Twenty-sixth 
Wards,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  repairing  unpaved  streets  and  roads,  twenty- 
five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars. 
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Item  6.  For  i!;r:uling  streets  and  roads,  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  repairing  and  rebuilding  bridges,  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars  to  be  expended  for  repairs  to  Girard  avenue 
bridge,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  ;  to  be  expended  for  n(nv 
bridge  at  Orthodox  street,  Twenty-third  Ward,  forty  thousand 
(40,000)  dollars. 

Item  8.  For  repairing,  altering  and  extending  sewers  and 
inlets,  and  trapping  and  retrapping  inlets  and  cleaning  sewers, 
twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars. 

Item  9.  For  printing,  advertising  and  stationery,  six  thou- 
sand (6,000)  dollais. 

Por  insurance  on  bridges,  two  thousand  (2.000) 
dollars.

For  repairing  and  repaving  streets  in  which  pas- 
senger railway  tracks  are  laid,  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars. 

Item  15.  For  salaries  of  four  Watchmen  on  Penrose  Ferry 
bridge,  six  on  South  street  bridge,  four  on  Market  street 
bridge,  four  on  Callowhill  street  bridge,  two  on  Girard  avenue 
bridge,  at  six  hundred  and  forty-eight  (648)  dollars  each  ;  two 
on  Falls  bridge,  at  six  hundred  dollars  each  ;  one  on  Brides- 
burg  bridge,  at  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars ;  one  on 
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Orthodox  street  bridge,  over  Frankford  creek,  at  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty  dollars ;  and  two  engineers  at  Penrose  Ferry 
bridge,  at  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each — sixteen  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  seventy  (16,770)  dollars.

Item  19.  For  constructing  new  inlets :  Provided,  There 
shall  be  no  extra  compensation  paid  for  the  construction  of 
inlets  on  streets  of  a  width  of  sixty  feet  or  under :  Provided, 
also.  That  the  contract  shall  contain  a  condition,  that  the  work 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  before  warrants  shall 
be  approved  by  the  City  Controller,  four  thousand  (4,000) 
dollars. 

Item  20.  For  carriage  hire  and  keep  of  horses  for  the 
Chief  Commissioner,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  21.  For  carriage  hire  and  keep  of  horses  for  the  As- 
sistant Commissioners  of  Highways,  three  thousand  (3,000) 
dollars. 

Item  22.  For  coal,  oil  and  engineers'  stores  for  Penrose 
Ferry  bridge,  one  thousand,  two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars. 

Item  23.  For  canal  sluice  in  the  First  Ward :  Provided, 
That  the  work  shall  be  done  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
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Chief  Comnii.wioiier  of  Highways  and  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  according  to  plans  prepared  by  them,  and  that  the 
sum  aj)}>ro])riated  shall  fully  complete  the  work,  two  thousand, 
live  hundred  (2,500)  dollars. 

Item  24.  For  macadamizing  Weccacoe  avenue,  the  work  to 
be  done  by  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Correction  :  Provided,. 
said  sum  shall  fully  comjDlete  the  work,  five  thousand  (5,000) 
dollars. 

Item  25.  For  cleaning  the  streets  and  markets,  and  remov- 
ing the  ashes,  kitchen  garbage,  olial  and  dead  animals,  two 
hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars. 

Item  26.  To  pay  Walter  D.  Stone,  for  construction  of  sewer 
on  Jefferson  street,  five  hundred  and  forty  (540)  dollars. 

Provided,  That  in  all  contracts  for  grading  streets  the  con- 
tractor or  contractors  shall  give  security  to  complete  the  same 
within  one  year  from  the  date  of  contract,  and  all  contracts 
not  so  completed  shall  be  void.  And  further  provided,  That 
all  bills  for  paving  intersections  of  streets  or  any  other  work 
authorized  by  Councils  and  chargeable  to  either  of  the  fore- 
going items,  shall  state  the  locality  and  under  what  ordinance 
or  resolution  said  work  was  done,  and  no  bill  shall  be  signed 
by  the  City  Controller  unless  accompanied  by  such  statement. 
Provided,  That  all  stationery,  paper,  printing,  binding,  fuel, 
supplying  work  and  material  shall  be  advertised  for  three 
times,  in  two  daily  newspapers,  and  the  contract  awarded  to 
the  lowest  bidder.  And  further  provided,  That  all  bids  and 
l)r(»posals  received  in  answer  to  the  advertisements  required  in 
the  foregoing  proviso  shall  be  opened,  and  the  contract 
awarded  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  presence

of  tlie  Higliway  Coininittee  of  Councils,  as  prescribed  in  an 
ordinance,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  requiring  all  bids  and 
proposals  to  the  Departments  of  the  City  to  be  opened  in 
the  presence  of  the  Committee  having  supervision  over  them,'' 
approved  July  5,  1877.  And  further  jjrovided,  That  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  and  hereby  has  author- 
ity to  require  such  security  in  excess  of  the  amount  already 
required  by  ordinance  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
proper  protection  of  the  City.  And  further  jwovided,  That 
the  City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrant  upon  the 
City  Treasurer  unless  he  shall  have  been  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  schedule  of  bids,  a  copy  of  the  advertisement, 
and  the  statement  of  the  award  of  contracts  endorsed  by  the 
proper  Committee,  as  required  by  the  ordinance  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  touching  the  awarding  of  contracts  and  counter- 
signing of  warrants,"  approved  April  25,  1877.  Provided, 
That  the  balances  remaining  to  the  credit  of  certain  contracts, 
charged  against  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  year  1881, 
shall  not  merge.  Provided  also,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways  shall  cause  any  specified  work  to  be  done  by 
day's  labor,  when  in  his  judgment  he  shall  deem  the  same  to 
be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  the  bills  or  pay  rolls  for 
such  work  to  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Highways. 
Provided  further,  That  the  City  Controller  shall  approve 
such  bills  for  work,  labor  or  material  done,  made  or  furnished 
prior  to  1882,  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Highways,  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  not  to  exceed 
fifteen  thousand  (1,500)  dollars,  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the 
several  items  to  which  they  properly  belong.  And  warrants 
for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.     All  ordi- 
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imncc.s  or  parts  of  ordinauccs  iiicoiisisteiit  lierewitii  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  establish  a  system  for  the  erection,  reiiistration  and  inspection 
of  Fire  Escapes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Cifj/of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  Tliat  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be  an. I 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  a  written  or 
printed  notice  of  the  following  character  to  be  served  forth- 
with upon  the  owners  or  keepers  of  every  building  used  as  a 
hotel,  for  the  accomodation  of  the  public  upon  the  owners, 
superintendents  or  managers  of  every  building  used  as  a 
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theatre,  jilace  of  ainusenient,  public  hall,  seminary,  college, 
academy,  hospital,  asylum,  storehouse,  factory,  manufaetoiy, 
or  workshop  of  any  kind  in  which  employees  or  0})eratives 
are  usually  employed  at  work  in  the  third,  or  any  higher 
storv,  upon  the  owners  or  landlords  of  every  tenement  house 
or  building  in  which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodgers 
or  families,  when  such  buildings  are  three  or  more  stories  in 
height,  or  upon  tlie  agents  of  such  owners  or  landloixls,  and 
upon  the  board  of  school  directors  of  the  proper  school  dis- 
trict, in  which  is  erected  any  public  school  l)uilding  three  or 
more  stories  in  height,  that  is  to  say 

"  SiJt,— "  You  are  hereby  notified  that  unless  premises  Num- 
ber street  of  which  you  are 
are  provided  with  a  permanent,  safe,  external  means  of  esca})e 
therefrom  in  case  of  fire,  which  shall  have  received  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Fire  Marshall,  duly  evidenced  by  a  certificate  in 
writing,  signed  by  said  Fire  Marshall  and  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  or  a  majority  thereof,  agreeably  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, approved  Jnne  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-nine,  you  liave  l)ecome  liable  to  pay  a  ])enalty  of 
three  hundred  (300)  dollars,  and  payment  of  said  penalty  will 
be  enforced,  unless  within  ninety  days  from  the  service  of  this 
notice  upon  you  you  cause  a  duly  approved  fire-escape  to  be 
affixed  to  said  building. 

"N.B.  If  you  have  already  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  you  will  save  yourself  future  annoyance  by  display- 
ing the  certificate  of  a])proval  to  the  person  serving  you  with 
this  notice,  or  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  nearest  Police 
Station,  or  to  the  Chief  of  Police  at  the  office  of  the  Mayor  of 
the  City." 
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Sec.  2.  It  .sliall  be  tiie  duty  oi"  the  Mayor  to  rciport  t<»  the 
Fire  Marslial  aud  I5oard  of  Fire  Commissioners  every  certifi- 
cate of  approval  of  fire-escapes  heretofore  issued  which  sliall 
be  displayed  to  the  police  department,  in  accordance  with  the 
notice  set  forth  in  Section  first  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Marshal  and  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  to  keep  suitable  volumes  for  the  regis- 
tration of  all  certificates  of  approval  of  fire-escapes,  as  well  as 
those  heretofore  issued,  as  those  to  be  issued  hereafter  under 
the  provisi(jns  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Assembly.  They 
shall  at  the  request  of  aii}'  jK'rson  liable  to  a  penalty 
under  the  aforesaid  Act.  visit  and  inspect  the  premises  in 
default,  and  declare  what  character  of  fire-escape  will  be  ap- 
proved by  them,  when  affixed  to  the  building  inspected,  or 
in  case  a  fire-escape  is  already  attached  to  such  building,  and 
after  inspection  they  api)rove  the  same  they  shall  give  a 
certificate  thereof  to  the  said  person  liable  to  the  penalty,  or 
failing  to  approve  the  same  shall  signify-  what  kind  of  fire- 
escixpe  will  be  approved  by  them  as  before  set  forth  :  Pro- 
vided, That  for  the  said  inspection  and  certificate  a  fee  of 
two  (2)  dollars  shall  be  exacted  by  the  said  Fire  Marshal 
and  Board  of  Fire  Comniissioners,  and  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  of  the  persons  served  with  the  said  notice, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  first  of  this 
Ordinance  fail  to  comply  with  the  terms  thereof,  within 
ninety  days,  from  the  time  of  service  upon  them  respect 
lively,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  report  the  facts 
to  the  City  Solicitor,  who  shall  thereupon  institute  proceed- 
ings against  the  ])ersons  so  offending,  for  the  colh^-tion  of 
the  penalty  prescribed  in  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  .June 
eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine:  Prodded, 
That  the   Mayor  may   withhold   his  notificati<»n  to  the  City

Solicitor  to  proceed  in  any  case  vvliere  the  party  is  actually 
engaged  in  complying  with  the  law,  but  no  such  notifica- 
tion shall  be  withheld  by  him  for  a  longer  period  than 
ninety  days  after  the  said  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
and  Fire  Marshal  have  signified  what  kind  of  fire-escape 
will  be  approved  l)y  them  in  such  case,  and  no  such  notifi- 
cation shall  be  withheld  bo  the  said  Mayor  unless  it  shall 
appear  to  him  that  the  said  party  after  receiving  the  notice 
specified  in  section  one  of  this  Ordinance  has  promptly 
requested  the  said  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and  Fire 
Marshal  to  visit  and  inspect  his  premises,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  three  of  this  Ordinance. 

8ec.  5.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  no 
building  used  as  a  theatre,  place  of  amusement,  public  hall, 
seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital,  asylum  or  a  hotel  for. 
the  accomodation  of  the  public,  storehouse,  factory,  manu- 
factory or  workshop  of  any  kind,  in  which  the  employees  or 
operatives  are  usually  em])loyed  at  Avork  in  the  third,  or  any 
higher  story,  tenement  house  or  building,  in  which  rooms  or 
floors  are  usually  let  to  lodges,  or  families,  or  public  school- 
house,  when  any  of  such  buildings  are  three  or  more  stories 
in  height,  shall  be  erected  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  until  the  plans  and  specifications  for 
tlie  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  Fire  Marshal 
and  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  Fire  INIarshal  and  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners

of  like  amount  are  now  by  Uiw  recoverable,  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Philadel])hia. 

Sec.  ().  The  Board  ol"  Building-  Inspectors  are  hereby 
authorized  and  rec^uired,  whenever  the  facts  come  to  their 
knowledge,  to  give  notice  to  the  Fire  Marshal  and  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  of  the  erection  of  all  new  buildings,  used 
or  intended  to  be  used  as  a  theatre,  place  of  amusement,  i)ub- 
lic  hall,  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospital,  asylum,  or  a 
hotel  for  the  accomodation  of  the  public,  storehouse,  factory, 
manufactory,  or  workshop  of  any  kind  in  which  the  em- 
ployees or  operatives  are  usually  employed  at  work  in  the 
third  or  any  higher  story,  tenement-house  or  building  in 
which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodgers,  or  families  or 
public  school-house,  when  any  of  such  buildings  are  three  or 
more  stories  in  height,  and  of  every  alteration  of  an  old 
building  not  theretofore  used  for  such  purposes  in  order  to  fit 
the  same  to  be  used  as  a  seminary,  college,  academy,  hospi- 
tal, asylum  or  hotel  for  the  accomodation  of  the  jjublic, 
storehouse,  factory,  manufactory  or  workshop  of  any  kind 
in  which  the  employees  or  operatives  are  usually  employed 
at  work  in  the  third  or  any  higher  story,  tenement-house  or 
building,  in  which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to  lodgers 
or  families,  or  public  school-house,  when  any  of  such  build- 
ings are  three  or  more  stosics  in  height,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Fire  Marshal  and  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners t<»  see  that  all  the  requirements  of  law  in  regard  to 
fire-escai)es  are  complied  with,  and  to  report  to  the  City 
Solicitor  all  cases  of  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  eleventh,  eighteen  bundretl 
and  seventy-nine,  or  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  City  Solici- 
tor shall   thereupon  institute    procewlings  for  the    collection 
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of  penalties  or  the   due  eiiforceiiK'nr  of  tlie  law  atJ^ainst    the 
person  or  persons  so  offending. 

Sec.  7.  The  owner  or  owners  of"  any  building  ujwu  whieh 
any  fire-e.seapes  may  be  erected  shall  keep  the  same  in  good 
order  and  repair,  and  no  person  shall  at  any  time  place  any 
incumlmuice  of  any  kind  whatsoever  ujjon  any  of  said  fire- 
escapes  or  passage  ways  constructed  or  intended  for  the  escape 
of  persons  from  the  premises  in  case  of  fire.  .Vny  violation  of 
this  section  shall  subject  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  to 
a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars,  and  an  additional  penalty  of 
ten  (10)  dollars  per  day  during  the  time  that  said  fire- 
escapes  may  be  out  of  repair  or  may  have  obstructions  of 
any  kind  i)lace(l  upon  them.  The  penaltiess  prescribed  in 
this  ordinance  to  be  recoverable  in  like  manner  as  similar 
penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

8ec".  8.  That  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  creating  a  Board  to  regulate  the  -construction  and 
use  of  fire-escapes,"  approved  December  fifteenth.  Anno  Domini 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six  (A.D.  1876),  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed.

E.  Bartol  &  Co.  first 
pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the 
publication  of  this  ordinance  :  And  provided  further,  That 
the  said  pipe  shall  l)e  removed  at  any  time  by  ordinance  of 
Councils  upon  thirty  days'  notice,  without  expense  to  the 
City.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers  in  and  for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  defining  rules  for  rating  the  maximum 
pressure  that  shall  be  allowed  to  be  carried  on  stationary  steam 
boilers  when  they  are  made  in  whole  or  in  part  of  wrought-iron 
sheets  riveted  together. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Inspector  of  Steam-Engines 
and  Boilers  in  and  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  following  rules  in  estimating  the  maximum  pres- 
sure at  which  stationary  steam-boilers  may  be  worked. 

Rules  for  rating  the  maximum  working  pressure  ou  cylin- 
drical shells  of  stationary  steam-boilers. 

In  estimating  the  strength  of  the  longitudinal  seams  in  the 
cylindrical  shells  of  boilers  he  shall  apply  two  formulae. 

Formula  (A)  (Pitch  of  rivets)  —  (Diameter  of  the  holes 
punched  to  receive  the  rivets)  -^  (Pitch  of  rivets)  =  (Percent- 
age of  the  strength  of  the  sheet  at  the  seam,  as  compared  to 
the  strength  of  the  solid  part  of  the  same  sheet). 

Formula  (B)  .  .  .  (Area  of  the  hole  filled  by  the  rivet)  X 
(Number  of  rows  of  rivets  in  the  seam)  -=-  (Pitch  of  rivets) 
X  (Thickness  of  the  sheet)  =  (Percentage  of  the  strength  of 
the  rivets  in  the  seam  as  compared  to  the  strength  of  the 
solid  part  of  the  sheet.) 

Take  the  lowest  of  the  percentages  as  found  by  formulae 
(A)  and  (B)  and  apply  that  percentage  as  the  "  value  of  the 
seam"  in  the  following  formula  (C),  which  determines  the 
strength  of  the  longitudinal  seams. 

Formula  (C)  .  .  .  (Thickness  of  the  boiler-plate,  expressed 
in  parts  of  an  inch)  X  (Value  of  the  seam  as  obtained  by 
formula  A  or  B)  X  (Ultimate  strength  of  the  iron  in  the 
plates)  -=-  (Internal  radius  of  the  boiler  in  inches)  X  (Factor 
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of  safety)  =  (Pressure  per  square  incli  at  M-hich  the  safety 
valve  may  be  set). 

Sec.  2.  Ultimate  Strength  and  Factor  of  Safety.  When 
the  wrought-iron  plates  used  in  the  construction  of  the  boiler 
have  not  been  stamped  by  the  maker  of  the  iron,  and  are  of 
wholly  unknown  quality  as  to  tensile  strength  and  ductility, 
the  Inspector  shall  not  assume  the  ultimate  strength  to  be  in 
in  excess  of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  pounds  per  square  inch 
of  section,  and  he  shall  use  the  value  a^ssumed  with  a  factor 
of  safety  of  five  (5)  in  Formula  (C),  provided  the  workman- 
ship on  the  boiler  is  satisfactory.  When  each  plate  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  shell  of  the  boiler  shows  legibly  the 
stamp  of  the  maker  of  the  iron,  such  stamp  setting  forth  the 
maker's  name  and  the  quality  of  the  iron  as  to  its  tensile 
strength,  the  lowest  of  such  marks  not  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  pounds  per  square  inch  of  section  shall  be  assumed  as 
the  ultimate  strength  to  be  used  with  a  factor  of  safety  of  five 
(5)  in  Formula  (C).  provided  the  workmanship  on  the  boiler 
is  satisfactory.  If  the  marks  or  stamps  on  the  plates  do  not 
give  the  tensile  strength,  but  the  quality  is  indicated  by  any 
well-known  trade-mark,  the  Inspector  may  use  the  value  in 
tensile  strength  that  is  ascribed  to  the  brand  by  the  maker  of 
the  iron  plate,  such  value  not  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  pounds  per  square  inch  of  section  to  be  assumed  as 
the  ultimate  strength  to  be  used  Avith  a  factor  of  safety  of  five 
(5)  in  Formula  (C),  provided  the  workmanship  on  the  boiler 
is  satisfactory. 

Whenever  the  maker  or  user  of  the  boiler  submits  CA-idence 
to  the  Inspector  that  is  satisfactory  to  him  that  the  wrought- 
iron  plates  used  in  the  construction  of  the  boiler  have  been 
tested  by  ])arties  provided  with  the  machines  for  testing  and 
appointed  to  test  materials  for  boilers  under  the  United  States 
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laws  for  the  inspection  of  steamboats,  or  by  other  parties  whose 
appliances  for  testing  and  whose  reliability  are  satisfactory  to 
the  inspector,  then  the  lowest  value  ascribed  to  the  plates  by 
the  test  shall  be  used  iu  Formula  (C)  under  the  conditions 
hereinafter  named,  to  wit :  The  certificate  of  the  tests  shall 
set  forth  the  number  of  makers  who  have  furnished  the  iron 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  boiler,  and  the  tests  shall  be 
of  sufficient  number,  not  less  than  two  from  each  make  of  iron, 
to  determine  the  quality  of  the  iron.  The  specimens  for  test 
must  be  planed  true,  not  sheared,  to  width,  and  must  show  a 
ductility  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  percent,  when  cut  length- 
wise of  the  plate  measured  over  a  length  equal  to  twelve  (12) 
thickness  of  the  plate.  If  the  Inspector  is  satisfied  that  the 
iron  fulfills  the  requirements  of  the  test  he  shall  use  the  full 
lowest  tensile  strength  as  shown  by  the  tests  as  the  ultimate 
strength  with  a  factor  of  safety  of  five  (5)  in  Formula  (C), 
provided  the  workmanship  on  the  boiler  is  satisfactory.  If 
the  lowest  test  for  ductility  shows  twenty  (20)  per  cent,  or 
over,  and  specimens  cut  lengthwise  from  the  plates  will 
bend  cold  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  degrees  over  a 
diameter  equal  to  two  (2)  thicknesses  of  the  plate  without 
sign  of  fracture,  and  when  cut  crosswise  of  the  plate  will  bend 
cold  to  ninety  (90)  degrees  over  a  diameter  equal  to  five  (5) 
thicknesses  of  the  plate  without  sign  of  fracture,  then  the 
lowest  tensile  strength  as  shown  by  the  tests  shall  be  assumed 
as  the  ultimate  strength,  and  be  used  with  a  factor  of  safety 
of  four  (4)  in  Formula  (C),  provided  that  the  workmanship 
on  the  boiler  is  satisfactory. 

Sec.  3.  Boiler  Flues  and  Furnaces  of  Cylindrical  Form. 
Boiler  flues  and  furnaces  of  cylindrical  form  submitted  to 
external  pressure,  tending  to  cause  the  cylinder  to  collapse 
nvhen  formed  of  wrought-iron  plates  united  by  rivets,  and  all 
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of  the  sennis  made  with  lap-joints,  sliall  he  rated  by  the  fol- 
lowing- rule:  Fifty  thousand  (50,000)  X  tM^o  (2)  thicknesses- 
of  the  plate  .  .  .  =  Safe  load. 

Twenty  (20)  X  diameter  of  the  flue. 

^-  B- — This  rule  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  cir- 
cumferential seams  act  as  braces,  and  reduce  the  unsupported 
length  of  the  flue  or  furnace  to  the  length  of  the  sections 
joined  by  the  circumferential  seams. 

Sec.  4.  Stay-bolts  and  Stays.  The  area  of  stay-bolts  and 
stays  submitted  to  strain  shall  be  measured  at  their  least  sec- 
tion, and  one-fifth  of  the  breaking  strength  of  the  iron  shall 
be  assumed  as  the  safe  working  load  if  the  ductility  test  of 
the  iron  does  not  exceed  fifteen  (15)  per  cent.,  but  may  be 
taken  at  one-fourth  when  the  ductility  test  shows  twenty  (20) 
per  cent,  or  over.  The  allowable  strain  on  stay-bolts  or  stays 
of  unknown  quality  of  iron  shall  never  l)e  considered  higher 
than  seven  thousand  five  hundred  (7,500)  pounds  per  square 
inch  of  section  measured  at  the  point  of  least  section. 

Sec.  5.  Boiler  heads.  If  the  radius  of  the  curvature  of  the 
convex  head  of  the  boiler  be  equal  to  the  diameter  of  the  shell 
of  the  boiler  to  which  it  is  attached,  then  the  metal  in  the 
head  sheet  must  be  of  the  same  thickness  as  the  plates  used  in 
the  shell  or  cylindrical  part,  and  no  bracing  is  necessaiy.  All 
flat  heads  must  be  stayed  uj)  to  the  value  of  the  shell  when 
not  held  by  wellsecured  flues  or  tubes.  Domes  and  man- 
holes in  the  shell  of  the  boiler  must  be  made  as  strong  as  the 
other  parts  of  the  boiler  by  any  of  the  well  known  methods 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

Sec.  6.  Hydrostatic  Test.  All  new  stationary  steam  boilers 
erected,  or  to  be  erected,  where  they  come  under  the  provisions 
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of  the  Act  must  be  inspected  either  at  the  shop  where  made 
or  at  the  place  of  erection,  and  shall  be  submitted  to  a  hydro- 
static test  of  one-third  greater  than  the  boiler  is  rated  to  carry, 
preferably  before  the  walls  are  built  about  them,  iu  order  that 
all  parts  may  be  readily  seen  by  the  Inspector.  After  any 
extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  a  boiler  the  hydrostatic 
test  shall  be  applied,  but  at  the  annual  inspection  of  boilers 
in  use  the  hydrostatic  test  shall  only  be  applied  when  the  In- 
spector deems  such  test  necessary,  and  it  is  not  essential  that 
it  shall  be  applied  at  the  time  of  the  internal  examination. 

N.  B.  It  is  desirable  that  the  hydrostatic  test  be  applied  in 
all  cases  when  practicable  at  as  high  a  temperature  as  the  per- 
sonal safety  of  the  Inspector  will  warrant. 

Sec.  7.  Specifications  of  the  Boiler.  In  the  case  of  all 
boilers  submitted  for  inspection  for  tlie  first  time,  the  Inspector 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  maker  or  user  thereof  with  a  s])eci- 
cation  containing  a  statement  of  the  quality  and  thickness  of 
the  iron  used  in  the  boiier,  designating  its  strength  by  trade- 
mark or  from  actual  test,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  pressure  per 
square  inch  the  boiler  is  designed  to  carry,  the  size  and  the 
distance  apart  of  the  holes  punched  to  receive  the  rivets,  the 
size  of  the  rivets  used,  the  size  and  the  quality  of  the  iron 
used  in  bracing  of  the  boiler,  to  enable  the  Inspector  to  rate 
the  boiler  by  the  rules  already  laid  down.  All  stationary 
steam  boilers  hereafter  erected  in  the  City  shall  have  in  a 
conspicuous  place  thereon  the  maker's  name  and  the  date  of 
the  erection  for  use. 

Sec.  8.  Relating  to  Boilers  in  Use  Prior  to  the  Passage  of 
this  Ordinance.  All  boilers  in  use  and  which  come  under  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  governing  boiler  inspection,  and 
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wliicli  lia\('  already  Itceii  inspected  and  rated  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  heretofore  used  by  the  Inspector,  mav  be  con 
tinned  at  the  same  rating  subject  to  a  decrease  of  ])ressure  due 
to  wear  and  deterioration  whenever  the  Ins])ector  deems  such 
decrease  necessary.  If,  liowcver,  the  user  of  any  stationary 
steam  boiler  desires  a  revisecT  rating  he  can  demand  an  ins])ec- 
tion,  provided  he  submits  a  specification  and  complies  Avith  all 
the  requirements  needed  in  the  first  inspection  of  a  new  I)oiler, 
but  in  such  case  the  hydrostatic  test  may  be  applied  without 
removing  the  walls. 

Sec.  9.  Duty  of  the  Inspectors.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Inspector  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  boilers  inspected  by 
liim,  detailing  the  kind  of  boiler,  date  when  made,  by  whom 
made,  dimensions  of  boiler  and  flues  and  thickness  of  iron, 
particulars  of  the  riveting  as  regards  the  diameter  of  the  rivets 
and  the  holes  punched  to  receive  the  rivets,  the  spacing  of 
rivets,  the  calculations  made  by  him  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  given,  the  hydrostatic  test  applied,  and  such  remarks  as 
will  indicate  his  judgment  in  passing  upon  the  boiler,  date  of 
inspection  and  the  pressure  allowed ;  also,  such  other  particu- 
lars as  the  Inspector  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  10.  Attachments.  Each  boiler  shall  have  upon  it 
three  gauge-cocks  and  one  glass  water-gauge,  or  in  place  of 
the  gauge-cocks  a  second  glass  water-gauge.  Each  should 
have  an  independent  connection  with  the  boiler  itself.  If  one 
connecting  pipe  is  used  for  both  apparatus  it  must  be  at  least 
nine  (9)  square  inches  area,  (xauge-cocks,  when  used,  must 
be  so  placed  that  the  middle  gauge  must  be  at  least  four  (4) 
inches  above  the  to})  of  the  flues,  tubes  or  crown  of  the  firebox. 
The  lowest  ])oint  of  vision  of  the  water  in  glass  gauge  must 
be  aboN'e  the  toj)  of  flues,  tubes  or  crown  of  the  firebox. 

Sec.  11.  Opening  in   Boiler  to  facilitate  Inspection.     All 
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Uoilers  shall  be  provided  with  man  or  hand-holes  through 
which  an  inspection  of"  the  interior  of  the  boiler  can  be  made. 

Sec.  12.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  paving  of  the  intersections  of  Seventeenth, 
Eighteenth,  and  Nineteenth  streets,  and  Spring  Garden  street, 
with  iiuperisluible  stone  bloclt;  pavement. 

Skctiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tJie  City  of 
Philddelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers  for  the  pav- 
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ing  of  the  intersections  of  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth,  and 
Nineteenth  streets,  and  Spring  Garden  street,  in  the  Fifteentli 
Ward,  with  imperishable  stone  block  pavement,  the  same  as 
said  Spring  Garden  street  is  now  paved  with  between  Seven- 
teenth and  Nineteenth  streets,  the  cost  not  to  exceed  eight 
hundred  (800)  dollars,  to  be  taken  from  Item  2,  for  paving 
intersections,  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Highways  for  the  year  1882.  The  conditions  of  which 
contract  shall  be  that  tlie  contractor  or  contractors  sliall  enter

Oriel  or  bay  windows  may  hereafter  be  erected 
upon  any  fronts,  sides,  and  rear  ends  of  buildings,  extending 
over  the  pavement  of  the  street,  from  any  story  excepting  the 
first,  within  lines  drawn  from  the  intersection  of  the  party 
lines  and  building  line  at  an  angle  of  twenty  (20)  degrees  with 
the  latter,  and  to  a  distance  of  not  more  than  four  (4)  feet 
beyond  it.  That  all  oriel  or  bay  windows  already  erected  or 
being  erected,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  remain  or  be  completed  the  same  as  if  they  were  com- 
menced after  its  passage. 

Sec.  3.  No  oriel  or  bay  windows,  other  than  such  as  are 
specified  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  erected  upon 
any  buildings  bounded  by  any  of  the  streets  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
any  of  the  building  inspectors  or  police  officers  of  the  said 
City  that  any  person  or  persons  are  erecting  or  causing  to  be 
erected,  or  about  to  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected,  any  bay  or 
oriel  window  that  shall  project  further  into  the  public  high- 
way from  the  front  of  such  building  beyond  the  building  line 
than  allowed  by  Section  2,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  report  the 
facts  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  forthwith  notify  the  City  Solici- 
tor thereof,  and  the  City  Solicitor  shall  thereupon  take  such

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  after  the  above  date  to 
erect  or  maintain  any  poles  and  wires  for  tiie  above-mentioned 
purposes  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadeli)hia,  excepting 
as  provided  in  section  one  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  corporation  or  person  or  persons,  except-

To  regulate  the  introduction  and  use  of  underground  conduits, 
electrical  cables  and  wires  for  electrical  conductors  in  the  streets 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  provide  for  charges  for  over- 
ground wires. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Couneih  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  onlain,  That  all  corporations,  firms,  and  per- 
sons to  whom  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  may  hereafter 
grant  the  privilege  and  permission  of  running  underground 
conduits  for  electrical  conductors  or  cables  or  wires  in  the 
streets  of  Philadelphia  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
this  general  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  street,  alley,  lane,  or  road  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  be  broken  by  any  person  or  persons  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  down  conduits  for  electrical  conductors  or 
cables  or  wires  unless  the  permission  of  Select  and  Common 
Councils  l)e  first  (jbtained  by  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  3.  That  during  the  construction  or  laying  of  said 
underground  conduits  or  conductors,  no  street  shall  be  opened 
or  the  paving  broken  into  for  a  greater  distance  than  five  hun- 
dred (500)  feet  at  any  one  time,  and  said  opening  or  trenches 
shall  not  be  of  greater  width  than  two  (2)  feet.  As  the  work 
progresses  under  the  above  conditions  the  paving  shall  be 
promptly  relaid,  and  the  street  put  in  as  good  condition  as 
before  it  was  broken  into. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  corporations,  firms,  or  persons  occupying 
the  streets  with  underground  electrical  conduits  or  cables  or 
wires  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  gas  and  water  mains, 
services  and  sewers,  and  connections  to  the  sewers,  and  also 
for  any  damages  caused  by  or  ensuing  from  the  opening  of 
trenches  or  condition   of  the  streets  resulting  from  the  laying 
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of  the  conduits,  or  cables,  or  wires,  or  inakiiig  connection  for 
whicli  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia  would  otherwise  be  liable, 
and  the  said  bond  so  to  be  filed  shall  contain  a  provision  to 
that  effect. 

Sec.  5.  Before  making  any  opening  in  tiie  streets  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  conduits,  or  (tables,  or  wires,  or  making 
connections  with  the  same,  there  shall  be  filed  in  the  Depart- 
ments of  Surveys,  Highways,  and  Police  and  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  plans  and  specifications  siiowing  the  location  and 
elevation  of  the  conduits,  or  cables,  or  wires,  and  a  permit 
shall  be  obtained  from  the  Highway  Dejjartment,  and  in  de- 
fault of  obtaining  the  same,  any  person  or  persons  who  shall 
so  open  the  streets  without  a  permit  shall  be  subject  to  the 
l)enalty  now-  fixed  by  ordinance  foi-  each  and  every  such 
offence. 

Sec.  6.  The  application  for  the  said  permit  must  state  the 
location  of  and  the  jjurpose  for  which  the  excavatiou  is  to  be 
made,  and  if  the  piu-pose  is  for  making  connection  with  any 
building,  there  must  be  appended  to  the  application  the  written 
assent  of  the  owner  and  occupant  of  the  property  into  which 
the  electrical  conduits,  or  cables,  or  wires  are  to  be  introduced. 

Sec.  7.  All  conductors  which  are  intended  to  carry  currents 
for  electrical  lighting  must  and  shall  be  carried  in  cables 
separate  and  apart  from  those  which  are  to  be  used  for  cur- 
rents intended  for  ordinary  telegraphic  or  telephonic  purposes, 
and  a  violation  of  this  provision  shall  subject  the  offender  or 
offenders  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  and 
every  dav  during  which  such  violation  shall  continue,  and  all 
rights  or  privileges  heretofore  or  theretofore  granted  to  them 
shall  be  deemed  revoked  by  such  violation. 

Sec.  8.  All  circuits  used  for  currents  for  electrical  lighting 
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purposes  sluill  be  metallic.  That  is,  no  electrical  light  circuit 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  use  the  ground  as  a  part  of  the 
circuit. 

Sec.  9.  When  electrical  lighting  wires  are  carried  into  a 
building,  a  suitable  cut-off  shall  be  put  in  whereby  the  cur- 
rent can  be  diverted-  and  prevented  from  passing  into  the 
building. 

Sec.  10.  That  before  the  passage  of  any  electrical  current 
through  connections  to  dwellings,  and  from  time  to  time  as  it 
may  seem  necessary,  the  work  shall  be  inspected  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  and  at  all 
times  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  that 
officer,  and  his  certificate  of  inspection  and  approval  must  be 
obtained  before  the  said  electrical  conductors  are  used. 

Sec.  11.  The  use  of  any  service  wires  to  dwellings  before 
such  certificate  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph  is  had  shall  subject  every  person  or  firm  so 
using  it  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  or  more  than 
fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sec.  12.  That  when  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  desire 
to  use  or  occupy  any  of  the  conduits,  or  cables,  or  wires  for 
police,  fire  alarm,  or  other  municipal  purposes,  she  can  do  so 
upon  notice  to  any  company  or  parties  having  underground 
conduits,  or  cables,  or  wires,  free  of  any  cost  to  the  said  City  of 
Philadelphia.  The  Superintendent  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph  to  have  the  whole  and  absolute  control  of  such 
compartments,  or  conduits,  or  cables,  or  wires  as  the  City 
sliall  elect  to  use  for  the  purpose  named. 

Sec.  13.  That  an  animal  payment  of  fifteen  (15)  dollars 
per  mile  or  any  part  thereof  in  length  for  conductors  for  elec- 
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trieal  lightiDji;  purposes  for  each  and  every  wire,  and  of  five 
(5)  dollars  per  mile  or  part  thereof  in  length  of  conductors  for 
each  and  every  wire  used  or  to  be  used  for  telegraphic,  tele- 
phonic, or  other  purposes,  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
in  yearly  payments  in  advance  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
of  each  year. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  inspection  of  underground  conduits,  or 
cables,  or  wires  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

Sec.  15.  That  all  corporations,  firms,  or  persons  who  shall 
desire  to  occupy  the  streets  under  ordinance  of  Councils  for 
the  purposes  named  in  this  ordinance  shall  specifically  sub- 
scribe to  the  provisions  hereof  and  file  the  said  bond  before 
the  ordinance  giving  them  such  permission  shall  be  of  any 
force  or  avail. 

Sec.  16.  That  any  corporation,  firm,  or  persons  shall,  before 
■commencing  work  under  any  ordinance  of  Councils,  give  their 
bond  and  warrant  of  attorney,  with  good  and  sufficient  security, 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,- 
000)  dollars,  conditioned  that  the  corporation,  firm,  or  per- 
sons aforesaid  shall  properly  relay  and  pave  all  openings  made 
by  it,  and  thereafter  keep  in  repair  the  paving  over  said  open- 
ings, and  will  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  of  all  other  ordinances  of  said  Councils  now  passed 
or  hereafter  to  be  passed  regulating  the  maintenance,  taxation,  or 
operation  of  telegraph  companies  and  of  electrical  conduits, 
wire  or  cables  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  said  bond 
shall  be  satisfactory  to,  and  then  be  approved  by  and  filed 
with  the  City  Solicitor,  and  a  certificate  of  such  approval  and 
filing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High-

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ways  before  he  shall  give  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  a  street, 
and  the  corporation,  firm,  or  persons  shall  also  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of 
the  ordinance  authorizing  it  or  them  to  lay  such  conduit,  wire, 
or  cable. 

That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance 
any  corporation,  firm,  or  individual,  owning  or  maintaining 
any  lines  of  telegraph,  tele])honic,  and  electric  lighting  wires 
overground  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  subject  to 
all   the  charges  provided  in  this  ordinance  for  underground

Section  1.    The  Select  and   Common  ('oani'ils  of  the  City  of 
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FMlmlclphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Maxim  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  run  its  wires 
for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  City  and  the  public  with 
light  by  electrical  currents,  and  to  that  end  to  erect  such  posts 
and  poles  as  may  be  necessary,  or  to  lay  tubes,  cables  or  wires 
underground  in,  through  and  over  the  following  streets  of  the 
said  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  wit :  Between  Bainbridge  street 
and  Vine  street,  from  the  river  Dela,ware  to  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill ;  betw^een  Vine  street  and  Green  street,  from  the  Dela- 
ware river  to  Tw^entieth  street ;  and  on  the  streets  running 
north  and  south,  from  Washington  avenue  to  Columbia  ave- 
nue. The  said  company  shall  keep  the  poles,  posts  and 
fixtures  erected  by  authority  of  this  ordinance  in  good  repair, 
and  well  painted  with  two  coats  of  paint,  duly  lettered  and 
numbered.  And  the  said  company  shall  be  privileged  to  use 
and  occupy  such  poles  belonging  to  the  City,  on  the  line  of 
any  of  said  streets,  as  may  be  suitable  for  the  purpose.  The 
work  herein  authorized  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  approved  April 
18,  1863,  regulating  the  construction  of  telegraph  lines 
through  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  Provided,  however,  That 
if  Councils  shall  hereafter  grant  privileges  to  other  electric 
lighting  companies,  such  companies  shall  use  the  poles  erected 
in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Maxim  Electric  Light 
and  Power  Company,  by  paying  their  proportion  of  the  cost 
of  said  poles.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  the  right 
to  place  on  the  poles  or  posts  of  said  company,  from  time  to 
time,  telegraph  or  telephone  wires,  for  police  and  fire  pur- 
poses, without  expense  to  the  City. 

Sec.  2.  The  said   Maxim  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany shall   give  its  bonds  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the 
sum   of  twenty  thousand   (20,000)   dollars,  conditioned   that 
they  will    not    merge  with   any  other  electric   light,   heat  or 
24 
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power  coDipauy  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  In  case  of  said 
merger,  the  poles,  posts,  wires  and  fixtures  erected  by  them 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And 
the  said  bonds  shall  prescribe  these  conditions,  and  the  said 
Maxim  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  shall  place  its 
wires  underground  over  such  routes  as  may  be  authorized  by 
Councils  when  the  underground  system  has  been  found  to  be 
effective.  And  said  company  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to

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Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Co^l- 
pany  of  Philadelpliia  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  run  its 
wires  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  City  and  public  with 
light  by  electrical  currents,  and  to  that  end  erect  such  poles  or 
posts  as  may  be  necessary,  or  to  lay  tubes,  cables,  or  wires 
undergronnd,  in,  through,  and  over  the  following  streets  of 
the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  wit. :  Between  South  street 
and  Vine  street,  from  the  river  Delaware  to  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, and  between  Vine  street  and  Green  street,  from  the  Del- 
aware river  to  Twentieth  street,  and  on  the  streets  running 
north  and  south  from  Washington  avenue  to  Columbia  avenue. 
The  said  company  shall  keep  the  poles,  posts,  and  fixtures 
erected  by  authority  of  this  ordinance  in  good  repair  and  well 
painted  with  two  coats  of  paint,  duly  lettered  and  numbered. 
And  the  said  company  shall  be  privileged  to  use  and  occupy 
such  poles  Ijclonging  to  the  City  on  the  line  of  the  said  streets 
as  may  be  suitable  for  the  purpose.  The  work  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  in 
accordance  with  the  ordinance  approved  April  18, 1863,  regu- 
lating the  construction  of  telegraph  lines  through  the  City  of 
Philadelphia :  Provided,  however,  That  if  Counci Is  shall  here- 
after grant  privileges  to  other  electric  lighting  companies,  such 
companies  shall  use  the  poles  erected  in  pursuance  of  this 
ordinance  by  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company^  by  paying 
their  pro])ortion  of  the  cost  of  said  poles.

of  the  City  debt  account,  in  no  bank  doav  or  hereafter  made  a 
depository  of  the  City's  money,  a  greater  sum  or  amount  of 
«aid  money  than  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock 
and  surplus  of  said  bank. 

Sec.  2.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  A.D.  1882, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadeli)hia  shall  withdraw  the 
City's  money  remaining  as  balances  in  the  City  Treasury, 
whether  to  the  (;redit  of  the  City  fund  account  or  to  the  City 
debt  account,  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Treasurer  of 
the  said  City,  from  any  and  all  banks  to  such  an  extent,  sum, 
or  amount,  as  would  reduce  the  deposits  of  said  money  in  each 
bank  to  an  amount  not  greater  than  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent, 
of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  said  bank.

For  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  river  Schuyll^ill  at 
Market  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  con- 
tract with  one  or  more  competent  persons  or  corporations  for 
constructing  the  whole  or  part  of  a  stone  arched  bridge  of 
three  spans  and  of  the  width  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet  across 
the  Schuylkill  river  on  the  line  of  Market  street,  wnth  such 
approaches  as  may  be  necessary  and  requisite  to  reach  the 
elevation  of  the  roadway  on  the  bridge. 
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Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  said  bridge,  which 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  that  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into  for  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  speci- 
fications.

For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents.

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents.

Seotion  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
FJiiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  is  hereby  autliorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  competent  mechanics  for  the  construction  of 
a  sewer  on  Canal  street  (old  Cohocksink  creek),  from  Dela- 
Avare  avenue  to  Laurel  street,  in  the  Eleventh  and  Sixteenth 
Wards. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said  sewer, 
and  that  the  contract  entered  into  for  the  construction  thereof 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications. 

Sec.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause  advertisements 
to  be  made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  construction  of  the 
sewer  at  a  specific  sum  per  lineal  foot ;  that  the  total  cost'of 
said  sewer  shall  not  exceed  the  estimates  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor  for  I  he  work  to  be  done,  and  that  the  con- 
tract therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  him  to  the  lowest  and  best 
bidder,  who  shall  agree  to  kee^)  said  sewer  and  street  in  repair 
for  three  years  after  its  completion ;  and  no  contract  therefor 
shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  authorized  bv  these  Councils. 
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Sec.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writing 
from  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  guaranteeing  the  faithful 
execution  of  the  contract  in  case  such  proposal  be  accepted. 

Sec.  5.  That  as  the  work  of  said  sewer  shall  progress  there 
shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  properties  in  front  of 
which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar 
and  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of  the  front  of  said 
said  properties. 

Sec.  0.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract  that 
the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and  charged 
under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance  in  part  payment 
of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the  same  at  his 
own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to  do,  he  may  use 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ  all  legal 
remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or  otherwise,  to 
Avhich  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sec.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer, 
charged  to  Item  2  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Highways  out  of  surplus,  said  payments,  in  all  cases,  to  be 
luade  upon  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
estimating  the  amount  of  work  done  :  Provided,  That  for  all 
current  estimates  no  payments  shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the 
money  meritoriously  earned  under  said  contract  after  deduct- 
ing tiie  ratable  proportion  of  the  assessments  referred  to  in 
section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the  con-

(1,500)  dollars  each  ;  two  conveyance  search  clerks,  one  thou- 
sand two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars  each;  mortgage  index  clerk, 
one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars;  conveyance  index 
clerk,  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars;  four  miscel- 
•  laneous  clerks,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each;  superinten- 
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dent  of  transcribing  room,  one  thousand  (1 ,000)  dollars ; 
compare  clerk  and  assistant  compare  clerk,  nine  hundred  (900) 
dollars  each  ;  messenger,  seven  hundred  (700)  dolhirs;  custo- 
dian of  records,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  ;  and  as  many- 
transcribing  clerks  as  may  be  needed,  at  a  salary  of  forty  (40) 
per  cent.  u[)on  the  amount  received  for  recording,  say  nineteen 
thousand  (19,000)  dollars;  total,  fifty-five  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred (55,900)  dollars :  Provided,  That  the  amount  appropri- 
ated in  this  item  shall  be  taken  from  fees  earned  by  the  Re- 
corder of  Deeds. 

Item  2.  For  janitor,  six  hundred  (600)  dollars. 
Item  3.  For  preparation  of  new  indices  to  replace  those 
wornout,  as  follows :  Six  temporary  clerks  at  the  rate  of  one 
thousand  (1,000)  dollars  each  per  year,  and  five  hundred  (500) 
dollars  fi)r  blank  books,  six  thousand  five  hundred  (6,500) 
dollars.

bids  be  received  or  contract  awarded  to  any  one  person,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  for  more  than  as  above  provided,  and 
the  contracts  shall  be  awai'ded  to  the  lowest  bidder :  Provided 
further,  That  the  contractor  or  contractors  be  required  to  do 
the  work  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  properly  complete 
the  same  within  twelve  days.  The  first  Wards  in  four  days, 
.  the  second  Wards  in  eight  days,  and  the  last  in  twelve  days. 

Item  24.  To  pay  for  posting  assessors'  lists,  two  hundred 
(200)  dollars. 

Item  25.  To  pay  for  rent  of  rooms  in  which  elections  are 
held  for  the  year  1883,  sixty-seven  hundred  and  twenty-five

dred (500)  dollars. 

Item  27.  To  pay  for  postage,  advertising,  printing,  clean- 
ing office,  and  miscellaneous  expenses,  five  hundred  (500) 
dollars.

Board  of  Health,  thirty-three  thousand  one  hundred  (33,100) 
dollars :  Provided,  That  when  binding  shall  be  required,  pay- 
ment for  which  is  to  be  taken  from  Item  36  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  County  Conuiiissioners,  the  said  Commis- 
sioners be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  invite 
proposals  from  not  less  than  five  responsible  parties  known  to 
be  engaged  in  the  business,  and  award  the  contract  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  with  the  apjn-oval  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance :  Provided  also,  That  the  Commissioners  shall

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have  returned  the  election  law,  bible,  and  press  in  good  order

that  it  is  for  the  actual  occupant  of  the  premises  at  the  time 
of  the  election,  and  the  election  is  not  held  at  a  public  house :

AN  ORDINANCE. 

To  make  an  aiDpropriation  to  the  Clerks  of  Councils  for  the  year 

1883. 

Section  1 .  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  four 
hundred  and  forty-six  (40,446)  dollars  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  the  Clerks  of  Councils  for  the  year 
1883. 

Item  1.  For  salaries  of  two  clerks  at  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  (1,800)  dollars  each;  two  assistant  clerks  at  one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars  each;  and  three  clerks  and 
messengers  at  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars  each, 
in  all  ten  thousand  two  hundred  (10,200)  dollars. 
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Item  2.  For  printing  journals  and  other  documents,  twenty 
thousand  (20,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  the  printing  of 
the  annual  message  of  the  Mayor  and  the  heads  of  the  several 
departments  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  this  item,  without  any 
extra  compensation  for  matter  twice  printed. 

Item  3.  For  binding  journals,  ordinances,  and  other  docu- 
ments, two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars  :  Provided, 
That  this  item  shall  include  the  binding  of  the  annual  mes- 
sage of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  annual  reports  of  the 
respective  departments. 

Item  4.  For  advertising  and  printing  notices,  two  hundred 
(200)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  stationery,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500) 
dollars. 

Item.  6.  For  carriage  hire,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  : 
Provided,  That  the  Controller  shall  countersign  no  Avarrant 
drawn  on  this  item  until  furnished  with  the  bill  approved  by 
the  Chairman  and  two  members  of  the  Committee  for  whose 
use  the  carriages  were  provided. 

Item  7.  For  incidentals  and  repairs,  three  thousand  (3,000) 
dollars  :  Provided,  That  no  warrant  shall  be  draw^n  on  this 
item  unless  the  bills  are  first  approved  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

Item  8.  For  compensation  for  two  doorkeepers,  two  clean- 
ers, two  pages,  etc.,  eight  hundred  and  ninety-six  (896)  dol- 
lars. 

Item  9.  For  printing  manual  for  the  use  of  the  members, 
five  hundred  (500)  dollar.^. 

Item  10.  For  salary  of  Secretary  of  Finance  Committee, 
five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  11.  For  maps  for  and  binding  Health  Officer's  report 
in  1881,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  (150)  dollars. 
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Provided,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  heads  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  City  shall  supervise  and  approve 
the  printing  and  binding  of  their  respective  annual  reports. 

Provided,  cdso.  That  not  more  than  one  thousand  (1,000) 
journals  of  each  Chamber  for  each  half  year  shall  be  printed, 
and  not  more  than  five  hundred  (500)  for  each  half  year  shall 
be  bound.  And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Clerks  of 
Councils  in  conformity  M^ith  existing  ordinances.  All  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.  •
